This paper of Senator Platt's is of great 
national and permanent significance, for 
It gives the cue for the United States' 
ultimate settlement not only with Cuba 
but with all the possessions left us by 
the Spanish war. It is really the solu- 
tion of the entire colonial problem, the 
"conclusion of the whole matter." 


"The whole question," says Senator 


Platt, "may be summarized in a sen- 
tence. The United States of right may, 
and must, insist that before it will with- 
draw from the military occupation of 
Cuba there shall b« a friendly govern- 
ment established there which will in 
case of necessity assist in the discharge 
of all international obligations and in 
protecting the life, liberty and property 
of all its inhabitant . To require less 
would be national folly and result in na- 
tional disgrace. 


It is unfortunate, to bay the least, that 


any one should suppose that in requir- 
ing the relations Dai,ween the two coun 
tries to be thus defined, we are in some 
sense interfering with the independence 
of Cuba. Assent to the propositions set 
forth can in no senbo detract from 'Or 
impair Cuban independence. 
An inde 


pendisst government U none the less in 
dependent because it Centers into agree- 
ment* by way of treaty, or by way of an 
Ordinance attached to its constitution 
with another government. 
We make 


treaties with many nations in which we 
assume obligations and concede rights, 
hut we are none the less independent, 
and Cuba will not be less, but more 
tartly independent than it could other- 
wine be, when it shall assent to terms 
by which its independence will be firm- 
ly secured, tidf-government without 
the benefit* naturally resulting there- 
tram, would \n> of Httlc value.

The Monongahela river is rising at 
he rate of nine inches an hour. Old 
river men look for 25 to 30 feet at this 
point, while those not so conservative 
ire predicting from 32 to 35 feet. The 
langer line is 22 feet, and a stage of 
JO feet would inundate the lowlaiids 
ibout Pittsburg aud Allegheny, sub- 
merging all the mills and factories lin- 
ng the Allegheny aud Monongahela 
ivers for miles and enforcing idleness 
HI thousands of workmen, besides ren- 
ierlng hundreds of families tempora- 
lly homeless. 
A stage of 35 feet would flood tbe 


entire lower district iu this city from 
Vinth street to the Point. The weather 
bureau has sent out a warning to all 
he residents on the river fronts to pre- 
pare for the high water. Already great 
activity prevails, aiifl everything of a 
terisbable nature is being removed to 
ilaces of safety. 


Carnegie Under Water. 


A flood has swept down »n the 
own of Carnegie and the wbole Clmr- 
tiers valley, ,,six miles southwest of 
Pittsburg, such as is said never to have
